OW TU I ROBL* BON DP TH I F0RF.8T BESOTS 
HOTEL LIPE. 
I.a s t evening, about the hour of dusk. the 
dwsllurs od the Jersey City side of the Hudson 
River saw a s tra n g e sight for the first time in 
tboir lives. 
The 8:30 A. M. Washington trsiu had just 
armed from the Federal capital, and out of 
of it stepped a party of thirty |>ersons, twenty- 
eight adult males and two fwnalee. 
Of this 
party two were half-breed Interpreters of the 
Ogallala Sioux, two were squaws of tritie, 
and there wore twenty-flve chi»*fri, bra vee and 
membore of that fierce trills of the Plains, un­ 
der the command of lh«* great chief Red Cloud 
and his associate scalper, Red Dog. 
Dr. 
Daniels, the agent of the Sioux trills, accom­ 
panied them on their trip from Washington lo 
this city, and w ill have charge of them while 


Died by the two ladies, retired in a body to 
their rooms, which are somewhat more p a r­ 
tial in aspect than the wigwams from wbeace 
they came, on the Fork of the North Platte 
During the evening a Herald reporter called 
on the distinguished braves in the large room 
in which the principal chiefs were holding a 
conversation. The reporter was formally in­ 
troduced to each one of the bruves by the 
agent, Dr. Daniels, who has been living among 
the Sioux tribes for the past sixteen jean 
Red Cloud was the first introduced, 
be 
sitting on a magnificent lied, with his red leg­ 
gins and moccasins. 
He rose, looked at the 
reporter aud held out his hand, which the re­ 
porter shook. 
Red Cloud looked at the rf 
porter's store clothes, gave a grunt and shout­ 
ed at the top of his voice, “ How!” which is 
tim Sioux salutation of welcome, und sal 
down. 
The next chief introduced was Red Dog, a 
fat, pig-headed chief, with a deep cunning 
pair of eyes. This chief shook hands, shouted 
“ How I” grunted and sat down. As Red Dog 
shook hands with the r»*|>orter a thrill of hor­ 
ror passed through his system, for Hic thought 
came like lightning that this was the painted 
savage who, in command of a party of Sioux 
some years ago, lay in wait in the underbrush 
some distance from Fort Fottermsn for a com­ 
pany of Col. Carrington’s Regiment, ninety- 
six in number, who went out to gather wood. 
Not one of thew good men and true ever re­ 
turned to tall the talc of that dreadful slaught­ 
er. 
T hey met Red Dog's war party and were |

For each one was 
a “brave,” and had sung his song of triumph 
aud counted sculps innumerable. These In­ 
dians are here in New York, where they will 
remain for some days for a twofold purpose.— 
They desire ammunition, food und clothing for 
their tribe, four thousand of whom are now 
in the vicinity of Fort Laramie und the North 
Platte River to hear the decision of the Great 
Father ut Washington. 
They arc al. o brought 
j here to s d our crowded cities and to lie im­ 
pressed with the (lower of our people, our 
magnificence aud wealth, an I they are to be 
tukeu down to see the ocenu at Rockaw ay and 
Coney Island, in order that they may fully un­ 
derstand that the earth is round, und that 
there are other miUious in the world as power­ 
ful us the Ogallala Sioux, of which tribe there 
are now in existence some 9,000 (arsons, scat­ 
tered throughout the Indian reservation.— 
Altogether there are 35,(KO Sioux, and of this 
number 10,000 are warriors c ap a I de of battle. 
At present the Indian population of the United 
States numbers 350,000. 
The Indian wars of 
this country have cost, since the foundation of 
the republic, 9500.000.0o0, and tile end is not 
yet. 
It costs $1,000,000 yearly for each regi­ 
ment of soldiers that is employed to watch 
these high-toned savages, or about $1,000 per 
head. 
Mr. Daaiels said to a Herald reporter last 
evening: 
“The Ant word taught those Sioux 
Indians is the word ‘enemy.” The next thing 
taught them is how they may lie able to tor 
lure and kill taal enemy. Their constant con 
versotion is about their battles and victories, 
getting up and down from tneir rests. 
When 
they go home this time, however, their con­ 
versation wilt be of what they have seen on 
their trip, aud every one of the delegates will 
have a story to tell of the wonders ho saw 
among the pale faces. 
There are eleven tribes of the Sioux Nation, 
namely, the Ogallala!, Brules, Muimeonjus, 
Cheyennes, Poucas, Tetons, Suttons, VV a ple­ 
xus, Saute*si and tDacota*. 
Mrs. Red Dog 
does not accompany her husband, as she has 
lost three lovely children by the measles. 
The 
daughter of Heil Cloud, Dove Ey e, also remain­ 
ed with her people. 
Miss Dove Eye is the 
beautiful belle of the Ogallala tritie, and is a 
particular friend ot Miss S(MitU\l Tail, whose 
father is Chief of the Brule Sioux.

to their return home to the happy buutiug 
grounds of their father*. 
On arriving on this side of the river they 
were taken to the Grand Central Hotel, on 
Broadway, where suites of rooms had been 
prepared for their ractqition. 
Their ap p ar­ 
ance at the hotel caused the greatest excite­ 
ment, particularly among the lady guest! of 
the bouse, as the O gallala were attired in 
the same fashion as they appear on the Plains 
when about to rob a et age or ecalp a select 
batch of emigrants, with the exception that 
they had no war paiut on and were not armed. 
They look like tbs usual pictures that are to 
be found of the noble sav ag e, being clad in 
leggins, moccasins trimmed with bead work, 
and had huge blankets covering their brawny 
shoulders. 
Red Cloud had rad breeches and a huge red 
•carf around his throat. 
Six of the bravos 
bad large German silver crosses pendant from 
their necks, and extending a foot in length 
down their tawny chests. 
Red Dog, th* sec­ 
ond chief, Is a gentle youth of about forty-live 
Rummers, weighing about one hundred and 
ninoty-flve pounds, and has the appearance of 
having kept (at some period of his life) a Gor­ 
man lager boor suioon and restaurant near 


■ m u x market. 
They have all without excep­ 
tion, long, jet black hair, straight and coarse 
In texture, which is flattened down withgreese 
to the shape of their heads. 
The proprietor of tho hotel and bis clerks 
having assigned them their apartments, the 
noble red men marched to their rooms with a 
stolid look of self-satisfaction on their faces 
and a grunt in their months. 
Supper was 
soon after prepared for them in a separate 
dining room, in which they all sat down to a 
hearty meal. 
There has been a great deal of trouble for 
the agent of this delegation to induce them 
Into the use of knives and forks, and to re­ 
strain their appetites from the demands thsy 
have made for their favorite dish, “domestic 
dog." 
At the supper-table, tieing in company with 
the interpreters, who are of tho half-breed 
race, the following-named and high-toned gen­ 
tlemen and ladies attacked the supper, Red 
Cloud sitting, us his privilege, above the snit: 
Red (’lend, Blus Horae, Lone Wolf. Mrs. 
Lons Wolf (Ear-of-Com), Heil Fox, Little 
Wolf, Thunder Hawk, High Bear, Poor Elk, 
Slabber, Dirty Face, Slow Bulk Hawk Eagle, 
Black Crow, Red Dog, Littis Wound, Big 
Foot, Mrs. Big Foot (White Jenny), Good 
Buffalo, Red Loaf. Two Elk, Blue Shield, Day­ 
light, Poor Moon, Hard Heart, Coyote, Feath­ 
ered Eagle, High Wolf, Carrj-Crow-On-Hie- 
Head. 
This was the party whish eat down to din­ 
ner, und each of the braves mandated ins 
likiug for the dishes winch lie*! suited ins ap­ 
petite. 
Big Foot mads a terrible onslaught 
on the cold chicken, and est nearly three 
pounds of dial dainty foul. High Bear de­ 
molished two Jure of chew-choiv, aud mw!# 
himself so sick that the i»ther bravos grunted 
at him in savage glee. 
Red Fox, who seemed 
to be the wit of the (silly, tilled his codec with 
halt a cruet full of cayenne* pepper, und imag­ 
ined immediately afterwards that he had aw al­ 
lowed the Evil Spirit 
The squaw of Lone 
Wolf, Mw. Kar-of-doru, tusk quits a fancy ta 
the cold boiled ham, and punished two pounds 
of that solid aommodity. 
Stabber, who justi­ 
fies his very sanguinary name by hit ferocious 
looks, mauifeslod a ravishing delight at ttha 
■•ght of a huge dish of strawberries and cream, 
mid appropriated the entire contents without 
M>i«g gracu.

Washdtoton, June IO. 
During the debate in the House to-day Mr. 
Garfield severely denounced the course of the 
minority in opposing tho enforcement amend­ 
ment to sundry appropriation bills. He conten­ 
ded that the question which had arisen was 
far above the bill itself or any item in it; it 
was whether the majority in the House, which 
was held responsible by the country, had the 
right to consider a great appropriation bill 
when even tho minority said no; lf not they 
were in tile midst of a parliamentary revolu­ 
tion similar to the revolution that led to the 
late bloody rebellion, and which resulted in a 
vindication of the right of the people to have 
a majority govern. 
He would never compro­ 
mise with the opposition so long as they de­ 
manded that unless the enforcement amend 
moot bo stricken out this great appropriation 
bill shall not become a taw.

of opposition was simply a plain denial of the 
right of the American people to make laws 
through the majority of their representatives.

The funeral of the late Isaac P latt was held 
from his recent residence in Poughkeepsie on 
Saturday forenoon, and was attended by 
large Dumber of |iersonal friends aud acquaiu 
tunces of the deceased editor. 
The city gov 
em merit was represented by the Mayor, Alder­ 
men and members of the various boards of 
the city, and til* clergymen, lawyers aud many 
chief and prominent men of the city collected 
to do honor to the memory of the deceased 
The pall-l>eurers were E. B. Osborne, W. W. 
liegeman, W. Schram, Benson J. Bossing, J. H. 
Jackson and Matthew Vassar. 
The employ­ 
ees of tho Eagle office turned out in bill force, 
wearing badges of mourning to testify their 
appreciation of tile loss of their honored em­ 
ployer. 
The Eagle says: 
’’The remains wire 
encased in a beautiful casket, heavily mounted 
with silver and draped in black. 
Upon the 
lid of the casket was a silver plate bearing the 
inscription: 
Died Jnnc 5tb, 1872, 
Isaac Platt, 
Aged 69 years. 
The body lay in the front parlor and at 9 
A. M. Hie doors were ojieued to those who 
were unable to attend Hie funeral, but who 
wished to take a final look at the features of 
him who was so widely known and respected. 
The face bore a calm expression us though the 
dead journalist was asleep. 
To the writer the 
features seemed to be Just a shade sharper 
titan when we last saw Mr. Platt alive, yet 
about them there was a something which 
made them pleasant to look on, even in their 
dead solemnity. 
The casket was strewn with 
beautiful wreathe of flowers, while upon the 
mantel, at the head of the remains, loving 
hands had placed a erose and anchor of im­ 
mortelles. 
Among those w ho viewed the remains in the 
morning were a large number of colored peo­ 
ple. 
They knew Isaac P lait as a firm friend 
of their race and in a quiet, unostentatious 
manner they gathered alout their dead friend, 
murmuring words of honor and esteem.” 
Tin* services were conducted by Rev. S. II. 
Synott of the Episcopal church and Rev. F. 
It. Wheeler, who preached the sermon. 
After 
the religious services at the house a large pro­ 
cession escorted the remains to the cemetery, 
where they were deposited In the receiving 
vault. 
A large moulter of letters were received 
from sympathizing friends aud acquaintances, 
all I tearing some tribute of regard for the good 
old man.
